The 
Ethnological exhibit, collected and ar- 
ranged by Dr. Albert Ernest Jenks, 
chief of the Ethnological Survey of the 
Philippine Islands, is an interpretation 
of the habits and life of the Philiopine 
tribes. lower floor of this building 
is devoted to the Igorot, their various 
sub-tribes, the Moros, Bagobos and Ne- 
gritos. The Igorot and the Moros are of

The Igorot qualifies for this 
adornment whermh. has taken twenty 
human heads. cept for their br@ech- 
clouts, the wear no clothes. As a 
substitute for pockets, they wear a 
dinky little hat of straw, tied to the 
of their shining black 
The work of the Moros shows deci4- 
edly „ influence. These Moham- 
medanized people include Lanao, Man- 
guindanao, Yakan, Samal, Sulu and 
Moros. Breastplates and armor made’ 
of the horns of the carabao, and linked 
with brass chains used by the Moro, 
are shown. The exhibit of weapons — 
this tribe includes the kries, a shining 
curl of steel, very wicked loking: the 
straight kriss and the bolo, a short 
sword like the Cuban machette, and 
used for hacking rather than thrusting, 
are to be seen in numbers. In making 
hammered brass boxes, -crude musical 
a and in weaving gay blan- 
ets and in making inlaid silver handles 
for their knives, the Moros show great 
skill. These Moros had the advantage 
over the milder people of the north, be- 
cause they had gunvowder and fre- 
arms of a crude kind from the times of 
earliest historic record. For years the 
Samal Moros were the terror of the 
seaports of the entire archi 
should be understood, however, vis- 
iting this building that the present c- 
ture of the people of the Philippines 
must not be read from the ethnological 
record of the wild races. They repre- 
sent only about one-seventh of the en- 
tire population of the islands, and their 
culture is almost entirely of thei?

ATCHES FOR 
BLIND PEOPLE. 


CURIOUS TIMEPIECES USED BY 
MELEN KELLER. 


[Boston Transcript:] People every- 
where who have followed the career of 
Helen Keller and have known of the 
wonderful attainments of this remark- 
able young woman, in her purpose of 
Securing the advantages of education 
offered other girls and young women, 
may never have thought of one feature 
of her dally life and routine work in 
her studies. How does Helen Keller 
know the time of day? This is a mat- 
| ter which m never have occurred ta 
: those who ve watched her great 

Progress in her studies, in following 
which, it may be said, she is most sys- 
tematic as to hours and length of time 
devoted to this or that branch of study. 
Helen Keller is the happy possessor 
of a watch which would be unique but 
for the fact that its near counterpart 
has been made especially for her bene- 
fit, to insure her always having a 
timepiece to use. She came into owner- 
ship of the first of these two remark⸗ 
able watches in this way: Years ago, 
in the days of the empire, an American 
Minister to France found it necessary 
of course on occasion to seek an in- 
terview with the Emperor, and in this 
he always was mindful of the necessity 


possible and of withdrawing as soon 
as he co ud from the Emperors’ pres- 
ence, making it essential for him to 
keep watch on the passing of time. 
How to do so was a problem, for to 
consult one’s watch openly in the pres 
ence of the royal personage manifestly 
would be a great breach of etiquette: 
yet in the audience chamber there was 
no timepiece by which those received 
by the Emperor could be guided in the 
least in the matter of time. 
TELL TIME BY FEELING. 

The American representative at the 
court of Trance by good fortune came 
into possession of a watch which was 
extraordinary in its construction and 
which made it possible for him to tell 
nearly the correct time merely by feel- 
ing of the watch while it was concealed 
in his clothing. This he could do, with 
@ little practice, in so clever a way 
that it could not be detected. ‘This 
proved safer for him than ta rely upon 
his judgment in the passage of time 
during an interview granted by the 
Emperor, and it is history that he was 
particularly successful in consequence 
in his diplomatic work, . 

It is this same historic watch which 
Helen Keiler now owns, and it came 
to her as a gift from Hon. John Hits 
formerly Consul-General from Switger- 
land to Washington, D. C. He was a 
friend of the Ambassador from whom 
he came into possession of the watch. 
Mr. Hits is superintendent of the Volta 
Bureau for the Diffusion and Distribu- 


Keller’s best friends. : 
Soon after Mr. Hitz met Miss Keller 
and learned of her studies, he realized 
how much the possession of a watch 
such as the Ambassador had owned 
would mean to anyone deprived of 
sight. His resolve to make her a pres- 
ent of the watch which had served his 
friend so well when he could not take 
advantage of his own good sight was 
followed »y bestowal of the gift u 
Mies Keller, soon after he had met 
personally and her friend and in- 
structor of many years, Miss A. M. 
Sullivan. That the gift has been ap- 
jated is shown by the fact that 
iss Keller has learn the hour 
with remarkalle accuracy, o- to within 
about two minutes of the exact time, 
wholly by the delicacy of her touch.
